Subject.— Import of 'Dates’ [S. No. 21(b)/IV] frdm IRAN during July — Decem¬ 
ber, 1971 licensing period Extension m the validity period. 

No. 116-lTC(PN)/3f2.—Attention of importers is Invited to paragraph 9 of the 
Ministry of Foreign Trade Public Notice No, 106-ITC(PN)/71 dated the 2nd Decem¬ 
ber, 1971, in terms of which licences issued for Import of ‘Dates’ from Iran for the 
period July—December, 1971 are valid for a period of six months from the date of 
issue. 

2. On a review of the position It has been decided that the validity period of 
unutilized/partially utilized licences. Issued for Import of ‘Dates’ from Iran in terms 
-of the aforesaid Public “Notice, which are expiring before 31st October, 1972 may be 
deemed to have been extended upto the 31st October, 1972. No endorsement to 
tins effect is necessary to be made on the licences by the licensing authority 
concerned.
